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PREFACE TO REPORT. 


I HANDED over the Curatorship of the Museum on 21st 
June 1920, before proceeding on long leave. 

I am pleased to see an advance made in the arrange- 
ment of the Tibetan gallery and the purchase of some 
interestiug new statuettes in this section. 

The applied Art Section has also had some interesting 
additions made in carpets and embroidery and a better 
arrangement of the exhibits allows all the carpets to be 
exhibited in adjacent cases. 

The treatment of all fabrics and the cases containing 
them with hydrocyanic gas was recommended by the 
Director-General of Archceology. Every case was sealed 
up air tight after removing all exhibits and the gas generat- 
ed in each case separately as it was impossible to close the 
gallery in which the fabrics are exhibited. The fabrics 
were opened out in selected cases of large size and disin- 
fected in batches by renewing the gas generation each time. 
Every precaution was taken to avoid accidents during the 
operation and I have to thank Mr. Sana Ullah for the 
success of the process without accident of any kind. 

The cases themselves were carefully repaired as far as 
possible to remove defects of fitting, but they will remain 
unsatisfactory and unsuitable receptacles for valuable 
exhibits. 

While in England I arranged for the reproduction of 
23 plates in colour and colotype for the catalogue of paint- 
ings now in the press. The Oxford University Press have 
submitted proofs of their high class reproductions so that 
I hope very shortly to have another Sectional catalogue to 
place before the student and lover of Indian painting. 

As I have already mentioned in previous reports I 
consider a Museum founded for the benefit of the arts and 
crafts of the province is doing only part of its duty in 
exhibiting the old arts and crafts which in many cases, 
however interesting to the student and connoissem*, may 
be, by reason of changed tastes and requirements, of little 
parctical help to the craftsman. Failing this much*needed 
help and encouragement of his indigenous crafts, the work- 
man, to maintain himself was forced to take to the only 



work available wbicb is copying of indifferent examples of 
western crafts. I therefore made proposal to Government 
that we should establish a permanent gallery for the exhi- 
bition of the best indigenous arts and crafts as at present 
practised, and with the help of the School of Arts, giving 
new inspiration through the use of good designs and method 
of application of traditional Indian Art, show the craftsman 
how he can revive interest in and demand for Indian craft 
W'ork, The gallery would also form a central provincial 
depot and agency for ready communieation between the 
buyer and seller. 

I am glad to report that the scheme received official 
sanction before I proceeded on leave. Show cases for the 
fitting of the gallery were designed and a start has been 
made in obtaining the best examples of provincial work 
under Mr. Gupta’s Curatorship. 

This department of the Museum will form the head 
office from which exhibits for the annual British Industries 
Tair in London will be despatched. 

We have held our first Exliibition at the London Fair 
in February last aad were able tb show gaol renalts in sales 
and orders, I shall not have occasion to refer to this 
dei^artment of the Museum in future reports as it wiU be 
run as a separate section with its own office and organisa- 
tion.

Report on the 

Working of the Central Museum, Lahore, 

For the year 1920 - 2 ! . 


I TOOK over charge from Mr. Lionel Heath who proceed- 
ed on leave to England, on the 21st of June 1920, and held 
this office till his return on the 25th of April 1921. 

The total number of visitors during the year was 
^ 463,283 and the daily average was 1,316 

* as against 391,660 and 1,119, respective- 

ly in the previous year. The highest attendance was on 
the 28th of Maroh 1921, when 4,946 persons passed through 
the turnstile.

The Museum was closed to the public on the 25th of 
December 1920, on account of Christmas and for half the 
day on the 27th of January 1921, out of respect to the 
memory of Eai Bahadur Lala Mohan Lai who had been a 
menaber of the Managing Committee of the Victoria Jubilee 
Institute, Punjab, since 1905. In him the Committee looses 
a member who has been taking an interest in the auairs cf 
the Museum for a long time. 

The textile gallery remained closed to the public in 
May and June when the textiles were treated with poisonous 
gas for purpose of preservation. The Central and Western 
galleries were also closed from 28th October to 2nd February 
and from 28th November to 13th January respectively, 
when the central part of the roof of the picture gallery was 
bein^5 reconstructed. 
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In spite of the fact that nearly half of the Museum vr&S 
closed for about fiv'e months it is gratifying to note that the 
number of yisitors during the year is more than that of the 
previous year. "While admitting this as an indication of 
the increased popularity of the Museum, it may be mention- 
ed incidentally that the educational and cultural value of the 
institution is not yet appreciated by the public to the extent 
as it ought to be. The different collections afford oppor- 
tunities of close study and research in various departments 
of arts, manufactures, history and archeeology and it is 
highly desirable that these facilities should be utilized for 
the advancement of knoTvledge as much as possible. 

The total number of female visitors during the twelve 
Zenana days in the year was 6,607 as 
•n»c« »y. against 7,666 in the previous year. 

The fall in number may be explained by the fact that during 
the closing of the Central and Western galleries the main 
gate in the front had to be closed and the side door in the 
east of the building was used with the result that visitors 
had to walk the distance from the main road to this door. 
Pardah Nashin ladies who did not wish to walk this distance 
probably did not visit the Museum during the period the 
main gate was kept closed.

Educational Works of the Museum. 

A course of 14 lantern lectures was arranged out of 
which eleven were delivered. The aver- 
Leciure* .h i e.. attendance was 186 against 149 in 

the previous year. The Committee owes thanks to the ladies 
and gentlemen who so kindly consented to deliver the 
lectures. Lantern slides were loaned to lecturers throughout 
the province, North-West Frontier Province, Delhi and 
Gawnpore. They were much appreciated by all and the 
demand for them is steadily increasing.

The Entomologist to Government, Punjah, arranged an 
exhibition of silk worm rearing in one 
of the small rooms outside the main 
entrance of the Museum with a view to 
demonstrate to the public the entire process and various 
stages of rearing mulberry silk w'orms. The exhibition 
which was open on 24th Pebruary is almost at an end now.

Nepalese Metal work. 




Of the several accessions made in this section a Nepalese 
copper gilt pedastal (099) and the 
images of Buddha, Samvara with Sakti, 
Alacjusn and Chintamaui are of special interest. The 
pedestal and the seated Buddha are valuable examples 
of the finest type of Nepalese repousse work. The cast 
brass figure of Samvara with Sakti is a welcome addition 
to the collection of Nepalese Buddhist statuettes in the 
Museum. The lab Yum attitude of the figures may appear 
vulgar and objectionable to the lay* public, hut it should 
be tolerated for the sake of art as it furnishes an interest- 
ing specimen for study both to a lover of art and 
to a student of Buddhist iconography. Another notable 
addition to the series of gods of Mahayana Pantheon is the 
large image of ^lanjusri — the god of Transcendent Wisdom. 
The image of Chintamani, (Plate No. 1) though not very 
old, has beautiful qualities of modelliag which appeal to all 
lovers of art.

Mr. R. B. Whitehead having gone on combined leave 
out of India, Mr. H. Nelson Wright has been appointed 
Numismatist to Government, Punjab. No coins were dealt 
with under Treasure Trove Act during the year {vidf 
Appendix “ D”b 
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Additions to tLe firt textile collection inclado speci- 
mens of old South Indian silk sarig, a cotton and Jari knot 
dyed sari from Eojputaua, To the embroidery section an 
excellent set of specimens of different types of sill: embroid- 
ery on satin for lady’s skirts — Jehengas — have been added. 
The acqui.sition in the carpets section vrero tvro rugs and 
a camel bag. 

Additions to the picture gallery have not been num- 
^ erous due to the fact that paintings of 

good quality are not frequently found. 
Among the accessions the Ahhisarika Nayika (0120) and 
Gajendra Moksha (0151) are the best. The former depicts 
a Nayika going on a dark night to meet her lover through 
a forest, in rain and lightening. The path is beset with 
serpents but Ihe Nayika remains unconcerned and proceeds 
to the trysting place. (Pconch ; early 19th century). 
The other picture (Plate No. 2) illustrates the story of the 
salvation of Indradyumna. King Indradyumna was- a 
devout follower of Vishnu. Ho incurred the displeasure 
of the sage Agastaya and by his curse was horn as an ele- 
phant. Once the elephant went to bathe in a lake in the 
Ohitrakuta mountain and was seized by a mighty crocodile, 
which began to drag him into the water. The elephant 
could not escape and finding that he was doomed to death 
he prayed to Vishnu to save him ; thereupon Vishnu came 
and slew the crocodile with his chakra, and saved his 
devotee who from that day resumed his original form. In 
this picture the crocodije is represented more or less like 
a serpent with a grotesque head. (Kangra ; early 19th 
century). 

A set of thirty-four metal seals have been lent by the 
Lo,a c*i:.ctioB. Punjab Government for exhibition in 

the Museum {^ide Appendix " E”.) 
It is proposed to exhibit them aloag with other obiects 
of the Sikh period. 

A list of books acquired for the Museum Library dur- 
ing the year under report is shown in 
Appendix “ F ”, Fifteen books were 
purchased out of the Museum funds and sixty-eight were 
received gratU, 


Building. 

The arched portion of the roof of the Central gallery 
has been dismantled and a new wooden roof covered with 
malthoid sheets has been constructed in order to dvqid 
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leakage and admit more light in the picture gallery. It is 
too early to say whether the new roof will permanently 
stop the leakage. It is much to be regretted that an 
unfortunate accident occurred while the old roof was being 
dismantled resulting in the fall of four workmen. All assist- 
ance was rendered to them at the time and they were 
removed to the hospital within a few minutes of the accident. 
The condition of these men was very precarious when they 
were seat to hospital. 

Photographs and Guides. 

Photographs of exhibits in the Museum were supplied 
to public on payment and the sale-proceeds amounting to 
Es. 43-1-0 were credited to Government. 

One hundred and eighty-two copies of Mr. Hargreaves’ 
Buddha Story in .Stone were sold and thirteen issued g'rah's. 
]^g, 91-11-0 on account of sale-prooeeds of the guides were 
credited to Government. 

Six copies of Mr. Eodger’s coin catalogue were sold 
during the year and a sum of Es. 10-11-0 was credited to 
Government. 

Finance. 

The expenditure was kept within the limit of the 
sanctioned grant, including the extra grant of Es. 370 
for liveries, etc., out of which only Es. 2-2-3 were allowed 
to lapse to Government. A detailed statement of the 
accounts as checked by the Senior Auditor, Local Fund 
Accounts, is shown in Appendix “ Q ”. A special grant of 
Es. 1,600 was received in March for the purchase of 
Nepalese gilt brass statuary which I had the opportunity 
of selecting while on a visit to Calcutta on duty in January. 

As the catalogue of paintings in the Museum could not 
be printed within the year under report the special grant ef 
Es. 4,500 sanctioned by Government for the publication of 
the catalogue was surrendered and an application has been 
made to place the same amount at the disposal of the 
Curator in the current year. The catalogue will have 
seventeen monochrome and six coloured reproductions. The 
proofs of the former have already been received and it is 
expected that the catalogue will be out in tho coming 
autumn.’ 

Appendices. 

The usual statements of accounts and list of additions 
t <5 the Museum are appended herewith as well as tho report 
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of the Goveromont Numismatist referred to umler the head 
Coins”. I have also attached a brief report of the course 
of lectures given in the Lecture Ilall of the Victoria .Tubiloe 
Institute, Punjab. 

The Work done in the Museum and the Staff. 

The services of Mr. Sana IJllah, Archmoloeical Chemist 
in India, "were very kindly placed at the di-'posal of the 
Museum for May and June by Sir John Marshall in order to 
disinfect the exhibits with hydrocyanic gas with a view to 
preserve them by destroying the insects whicli bad cent irdo 
the textiles. The total number of textiles treated by hir. 
Sana Ullah was 615. It is too early to judge whether the 
effect of this treatment w'ould last a considerable length of 
time. 

Advantage was taken of the closing of tlie textile and 
western galleries to give additional attention to arranging, 
labelling and otherwise putting in shape the textile, mu'si(?al 
instruments and armoury sections. Among the important 
changes made in the arrangement of exhibits are tho 
removal of the ancient arms from the eastern to the western 
gallery and the placing of the musical instruments in tho 
case formerly occupied by the old arms. 

The work of renewing labels has not yet been com- 
pleted but considerable progress has been made in this 
direction. 

The work of the Museum staff during my tenure of 
service was satisfactory. It gives me pleasure to note tli.at 
the Darogha is very energetic and gets the office work done 
by his assistants very promptly. 

Needs of the Museum. 

The most pressing need of the Museum is a substantial 
increase of funds for the improvement and expansion of tin.* 
various collections. The present allotment is absolutely 
inadequate for the purpose. It is just enough to preserve 
the existing exhibits and make additions here and there, but 
this procedure would perhaps never yield very satisfactory 
results. There is no doubt that tho collections taken as a 
whole are to-day in a better condition than they were in the 
past. But the ideal is still far distant. This ideal can 
never he achieved without adequate funds and proper r^tten- 
tion. It is important that increased funds should be avail- 
able without any loss of time so that opportunities of 
development may not be permanently lost. I may ven,tnre 
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to point out that in the near future it may not be possible 
to make additions to certain sections, for instance, painting', 
old metal -work, art textile, etc., for want of good specimens 
most of which are now being carried away outside India for 
other Museums. 

The room containing Tibetan brass work is not suffi- 
ciently lighted. I think a large window on the south wall 
fitted with plate glasses would admit more light and show 
the exhibits better. 

Since a very long time it has been the practice in 
the Musenm that the Head Earrash has the charge of the 
keys of all the show cases containing exhibits. I do not 
consider this arrangement desirable. It is too heavy a 
responsibility for a chapraii. The Darogha is responsible 
for the safety of the exhibits. During office hours the 
Darogha or one of the clerks can be present at the time 
when show cases are opened and he can be reasonably 
expected to be responsible for the contents of the cases, 
but during the rainy season the Head Farrash has to open 
the Museum and even show cases at night in order to remove 
exhibits from getting damaged through leakage of roofs. 
All this is done during the absence of tl;e Darogha. I do 
not suggest that the present Farrash is not trustworthy. 
He is a very old servant and thoroughly honest ; but I do 
not consider the arrangement safe and sound. It is not 
fair that the responsibility should be divided between the 
Darogha and the Head Farrash like this. Either the 
Darogha should retain all the keys with him at all hours 
of the day and night and should be present at the time 
whenever show cases are opened or he should not be held 
responsible for every thing in the Museum. The best 
solution of this difficulty would perhaps be to provide the 
Darogha with quarters near the Musenm in order to enable 
him to come to open cases when necessary. 

Besides the collection of coins catalogued by Mr. White- 
head there are numerous coins in the Museum safe. It 
is desirable that in order to avoid the acquisition of 
unnecessary and duplicate coins there should be a regular 
list of these coins and that they should be arranged in 
groups for ready reference both for this office as well as 
for the use of the Director-General of Archaeology in India 
and other numismatists, particularly for the distribution 
of Treasure Trove coins. The Darogha who has done some 
nuffiismatio work before may be entrusted with this work. 



The library also requires considerable expansion. It 
should embrace a wider range of subjects relating to the 
contents of the Museum so that it may be made use of 
as a reference library for research purposes. To facilitate 
this a special and separate fund for purchasing books should 
be sanctioned. 

The Museum has materials of considerable value and 
unusual interest and their usefulness would be greatly in- 
creased by further systematic development.

The lecturers and the gentlemen who presided at the lectures deserve 
the thanks of the Committee for the generous way they gave their 
services free in the interest cf Education and thus enabled me to draw 
up an interesting programme. My special thanks are due to Miss 
M, Bose and Miss Fazal for delivering ^urdo.h lectures which were 
well attended to. 

The Lecture Hall was used by the Punjab University ani the 
Education Department and the extra lantern was borrowed by several 
lecturers for educational purposes. 

The number of slides lent cut during the year was 144 sets and the 
number of borrowers 49 against 127 and 47, respectively, in the last year. 
Rupees 322-6-0 recovered from the borrowers for missing and broken 
slides and packing charges, were credited to Government, The names

This shows an increase o£ 136,794 in the total number 
and 403 in the daily average over the figures of the last 
year and is the highest of all the previous years and is a 
healthy sign of the growing popularity of the Museum. 
The highest attendance was on the 27th March 1922 when 
5,837 persons passed through the turnstiles. 


The Museum was closed for only four days —the 26th 
and 2Gth December 1921 on account of Christmas and the 
25th and 26th February 1922 in connection with the visit 
of His iloyal Highness the Prince of Wales.

Educational Work of the Museum. 

.The usual course of lectures was arranged duriug the 
year, nine lectures being delivered. 

Lectures and slides. average attendance was 125 as 

compared with, the number of 135 in the previous year. 
The Committee is very grateful to the ladies and gentlemen 
who so kindly consented to deliver these lectures. Lantern 
slides were loaned to lecturers throughout the Punjab and 
North-West Frontier Province (vide Appendix •' A ’ ). 
Except the slides prepared for the lecturers no new sets of 
slides were acquired or prepared owing to want of funds. 
The manic lanterns were loaned on various occasions for

educational purposes. 

B.The Lecture Hall of the Victoria Jubilee Institute 
being now occupied by the Arts and 
Crafts Dep6t, Punjab, which has 
recently been opened for the encouragement of Industries 
in the Punjab with the approval of Government and the 
Managing Committee, arrangements were made to deliver 
the course of lectures in the Hall of the Society for Pro- 
moting Scientific Knowledge upon payment of a fee cf 
Es. 5 per lecture as a temporary measure. It is intended 
to make arrangements next vear to hold the course in one 
of the rooms of the Mayo School of Arts. 

6.0n M^ednesdays, students’ day, only school and college 
students are admitted when they can 
study the various collections in the 
Museum. This has been very advantageous to the students 
of the Mayo School of Arts, who work in the Museum 
under the supervision of tlie teachers. Xo other college 
and school make use of this day, but on some occasions it 
has been noticed that students come with their teachers on 
public days, which seems unadvisable. I therefore intend 
to ask the Director of Public Instruction to issue a circular 
letter on the subject so as to make this reserved day more 
popular and useful. 

On this day certain people who come from outside Lahore 
are allowed with my permission to visit the Museum quietly 
and this causes some trouble in dealing with others who flock 
outside the Museum and persist in asking for admission. 

7 . The Museum lent several exhibits during the year 
under report to the Mayo School of 
Arts, Queen 5lary College and Gov- 
ernment College, Lahore, for educational purposes, all Oi ' 
which were returned without f'oss or damage.

8. The Museum is much indebted to Lady Fagan for the 
gift of 11 pieces of Gandhara Sculp- 
Antiquities. tures, onc of which is a has relief 

panel depicting “ Renunciation of Budhha,” and others 
unidentified legendary scenes from the life of Buddha. 

Thanks are due to Pandit Haveli Ram of Phaloki vil- 
lage in Gujranwala District, for presentation of a manu- 
script in Sanskrit “ Mahman Stotra ” with two illustrations, 
and also to Hakim Aluhauimad Ismail Nab of Baghbanpura 
who presented an old Persian letter of 1th March 1860 
bearing a square signet which reads 
in Gurmukhi and Urdu. 


Among the articles purchased for this section, two 
pieces of Nepalese Jewellery, a jewelled vase with stopper 
showing a very ti:.y Dhyani Buddha (plate I) and a gilt 
brass figure of Manjusri the pedestal of which is inscribed 
(plate II) are very interesting. Mention may also be made 
of two Tibetan banniu-s representing Shyama-Tara and 
Manjusri ? and a Nepalese jewelled Dharmayantra (plate III). 
The Nepalese jewellery inlaid with precious stones is curi- 
ously rich and har’raric in colour and design. It is mas- 
sively mounted in silvergilt and forms a closely inlaid 
mosaic of fine colours, the stones, turquoise, coral and ivory 
etc., being laid in lae. 

9 'Before proceeding to England in October 1920 Mr. 

R! B. Whitehead, I.G.S., visited Baha- 
walpur and made a selection of 31 gold 
and 232 silver coins of Durrani Kings for the Lahore Muse- 
um. The Punjab Government having sanc'ioned a special 
grant of us. 1,814 during the year under report the coins 
have been purchased, one gold mohr of Zaman Shah of 
Attock being withheld by the Durbar as it was only one 
of its kind in the Treasury. Unfortunately owing to some 
delay in obtaining sanction for the allotment of funds 
Rs. 2G5 bad to be paid in excess of the original cost decided 
upon by Mr. Whitehead, as the value of the gold mohr 
was raised by the Bahawalpur Durbar. 

isMneteen sih er and six gold were received as 

presentation from various local Gfovernments and two 
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Durrani coins were presented by Mr. E. A. Joseph, I.C.S., 
to whom thanks of tlie Museum are due. A complete des- 
criptive list of coins is given in Appendix C. 

A note by Mr. H. Kelson Wright, I.C.S., on the work- 
ing of the Treasure Trove Act as regards the acquisition 
of old coins in the Punjab during the year 1921-22 is here- 
with appended (Appendix D). 

The Museum is much indebted to His Excellency Sir 
Edward Maclagan who kindly presented a photograph of 
an address in IJrdu presented to Mr. J. Coldstream, by the 
Delhi Society. The address is dated 21st March 1866 and 
is very possibly written by Ghalib, the well known poet of 
that period.

Other additions in the Art-te.xtile Seetion were four pieces 
of gold cloth, Rajputana or South India work. 


The Principal, Mayo School of Arts, presented to the 
Museum a valuable carved jade stone box mounted in silver 
measuring (10f"x5|''' X2i") and a Quran stand in jade 
carved and mounted in gilt metal. Ihesc articles had long 
been the property of the School of Arts and remained un- 
seen and almost lost sight of. The.se additions along with 
two jade cups and a handle of a dagger purchased from 
the ^luscum funds have made the jade collectioa much 
more interesting . 

ll- Seven old Indian and Persian pictures and two modern 
p . . Indian pictures by artists of the new 

aintings. Calcutta School of paintings have been 

added by purchase to the Paintings and Drawing gallery. 
This section aims at representing the miniature pictorial 
art of India from the pre-Mogal period up to the pre- 
sent day. Mr. S. K. Gupta has kindly given the following 
note on the old paintings : — 

“ The total number of paintings acquired thi-, year is '•), of these 
two are of the modern School of Bengal. ‘ The temple of 
Jaggannath ' by Dr. A. N, Tagore, C.I.E., is a charming 
little sketch of the famous temple as seen from the sea 
beach at Puri.

Ihe additions in the Moghal School are represented by two port- 
raits, one is that of a lady and the other of a nobleman. 
The former is painted by Anupkar, a well-known artist of 
the court of Shah Jehan, It is probably a portrait of some 
lady of the royal household (Plate IV). The other portrait 
probably belongs to the same period. It bears some re- 
semblance to Ali Mardan Khan, the Persian Governor of 
Qandhar, who took refuge in the court of Shah Jehan and 
afterwards became conspicuous for his engineering abilities. 
In its subtle treatment and magnificent colouring the pic-^ 
tnre stands out as one of the best of recent acquisitions to 
the Museum. 

‘^The Persian School has four additions, three of which are 
illustrations from manuscripts. The other addition, which 
belongs to the Rlza school^ has two portraits, one of which 
is labelled ^ Omar Khayyam ^ a hypothetical statement 
probably added by the dealer. This, however^ does not 
take away from it the interest of this school of painting, 
specimens of which are now rarely found. 

The portrait of Ram Singh Kuka is an addition in the school 
of portraits of the Sikh period. Ram Singh Kuka was the 
disciple of Balak, the founder of the Kuka sect of the Sikhs, 
whom he succeeded as the spiritual leader of the Kukas 
in 1863 . B ut w hen the K ukas became arrogan t Ram 
Singh was seized and removed to Allahabad and thence to 
Burma where he died. 


Loan Collection. 


12 -The Taxila Jewellery and other small antiquities 

loaned by the Director-General of 
Arcseology in India on various occa- 
sions during past years, for temporary exhibition in this 
Museum, were returned to Sir John Marshall who intends 
to exhibit them in the local Museum of Taxila, It is very 
desirable that replicas of the most important and interest- 
ing antiquities may he acquired for exhibition in this 
Museum, as Taxila being situated in the Punjab, many 
visitors enquire about the antiquities of this ancient 
place. 


At my suggestion Mr. I. W. Bovvring lent, before pro- 
ceeding on leave in Marcli last, three leather cases which 
eontajn very interesting historical records and paintings. 
These can be seen, with ;ny permissi'^n only^ by interested 
visitors.

14 - All the galleries were opened to public except the new 
gallery which remained closed ficm September 1921 when 
the Arts and Crafts Depot was shifted to the Lecture Hall, 
leaving this gallery em 2 )ty and unfitti d with show cases as 
before. 

The sky -lights in the Sculpture Gallery have been 
renewed in order to admit more light in the gallery and to 
check the pigeons coming into the gallery. A doorway has 
been opened in the wall of the Western gallery in order to 
connect the .Arts and Crafts Depot with the main Museum. 
The work of openicT this doorway was carried out by the 
Public M'orks Di partment. 

Work done in the Museum. 

Jc Eeuewing of labels was continued and more labels in 
Urdu and English were provided in the sculpture gallery. 
A descriptive list of Gbanohara Sculptures excavated from 
.Tamalgarhi by Lieutenant A. Crompton, TL E., was pre- 
pared and sent to "Mr. Hargreaves, Superintendent, Archteo- 
logical Survey, Frontier Cirele. A descriptive list of sur- 
plus and silver coins has been prepared for publication in 
the Punjab Gazette for the information of other Museums 
and prirato collectors of coins. The Durrani coins pur- 
chased from Bahawalpur Durbar have been described and 
listed and a descriptive list of gold coins was supplied to 
Mr. E. B. M'hitehead. Preparations of a revised descriptive 
list of photographic negatives of sculptures and other exhibits 
in the Aluseum is nearing com^detion and will be printed 
shortly. At the suggestion of Mr. D. Dewar and with 
the concurrence of IVIv. H. Whistler, the listing of the 
Tytler collection of bird skins has been taken in hand by 
Mr. Mushtaq Ahmad, Superintendent ii; the Accountant- 
General’s office who will be given an honorarium of Es. 150 
for the work

1 7- At the suggestion of the Hon’bl e Minister for Agriculture 
detailed proposals for reorganization of the Mnseuin staff and 
its building were submitted to the Government in June 
last and are under consideration. It is hoped that Govern- 
ment will take necessarv action on those proposals very soon. 

Photographs, Guides and Surplus coins. 

18 - One hundred photographs of the Museum exhibits were 
supplied to the public on payment. One hundred and eighty- 
two copies of Mr. Hargreaves “ Buddha Story in Stone ” 
were sold and 7 issued gratis. 

Five hundred and forty-eight duplicate and surplus 
coins were sold to the public. 

Finance. 

i’9. In addition to the allotments provided in the budget 
estimate for 1921-22, the Government were kind enough to 
sanction two special grants of Ks. 1,814 and Es. 4,500. 
The former for purchase of Durrani coins from the Baha- 
walpur Durbar was fully utilized while of the latter sum of 
Es. 217 lapsed to Government as the printing and binding 
of Mr. Gupta’s Catalogue of Paintings could not be finished 
last year. A special grant of Es. 1,000 will be required for 
further payments in connection with this work. A detailed 
statement of accounts as checked by the Senior Auditor, 
Local Fund Accounts, is shown in Appendix ‘F.’

Review on the Ahniial Report ot the Lahore Cenirat 

Mnsenm. 

The Museum share? ■vrith the Zoological Gardens thO 
premier place in the affections of Lahore sightseers and 
the number of visitors to it during the year was again ofOr 
half a million. The Zenana days were crowded aS usual. 
The experiment of charging a four annas entrance fee from 
non-student visitors on the weekly students’ day which was 
tried in the latter half of the year produced the satisfactory 
sum of Es. 831-4-0 and no inconvenience is reported to 
have been caused to the students’. 

2. A memorable event was the inaugural exhibition 
of the Punjab Pine Art Society, held in the large empty 
gallery for a fortnight in February last. Some two Or three 
thousand persons paid for admission. Sales were good and 
the first venture of the Socrety was an encouraging success 
on which Mr. Heath and Mr* Gupta are to be congratulated. 
The standard of artistic merit was high and the exhibits of 
Indian Artists were prominent both in quantity and in 
quality. 

3. It was unfortunate that the financial position again 
restricted expenditure on the purchase and preservation of 
exhibits, and that not more than Es. 2,881 was available 
for this purpose. This sum was, however,^ utilized to the 
best advantage by Mr. Heath and some interesting Tibetan 
curiosities and old Indian and Persian pictures were 
procured, together with three silver Kashmir necklaces and 
representative specimens of Burmese lacquer and basket 
work. A specially valuable acquisition was a collection of 
notes and memoranda left with his widow by the famous 
Punjab numismatist, Mr. Eodgers, whose fine collection of 
coins already adorns the Museum. The list of private dona- 
tions includes a brick from Iraq inscribed with Assyrian 
characters dating from 2220 B. 0., which was presented by 
Mr. A. K. Muirhead of the North-Western Eailway. Other 
donoin were His Excellency Sii Edward Maclagan, His 
Highness the Maharaja of Kapurthala, Messrs. lindley 
and Budd and the Punjab Government. Two large elephant 

• tusks from East Africa were loaned by Mr. MoMurray, Super- 
int^ident of the office of the Director of Public Instruction.

4. Mr. Hargreares’ book “The Buddha story in stone 
eontinues to command a steady sale and the Urdu trans* 
lation has now boen published. The Government gave a 
special grant of Ks. 418 for the work and also a final grant 
of Ks. 1,300 for the completion of Mr. Gupta’s “ Catalogue 
of Paintings in the Lahore Museum,” which is now available 
for sale. Mr. Mushtaq AboKkd, Superintendent in the 
Accountant-General’s office, finished his list of the Tytler" 
collection of bird skins and well earned the honorarium of Rs. 
l&O sanctioned for him. Particular attention was paid 
during the year to the vernacular labelling, which is much 
appreciated by the Indian Publio and good progress was 
made. A catalogue of books is also in hand and in every 
way the improvement of the internal arrangements of the 
Museum was sedulously fostered. 

6. iS’o less energy was displayed in the educe tional 
activities of the Museum. An excellent programme of 
11 lectures was successfully carried through during January, 
February and March, and the thanks of Government are due 
to the lecturers named in the Report and also to- Miss M. 
Bose and Mrs. Najim-ud-Din for their Pardah kcturesi 
The attendance was considerably larger than that of the 

{ »reriou8 year, and it is hoped that wider advertisement will 
ead to even greater popularity. A special lecture presided 
over by His Excellency the Governor was given by Lieut-* 
enant-Colonel B. C. Battye on Hydro-Electric development 
in the Punjab and was well attended and much appreciated. 
The lantern slides for educational subjects prep: red in the 
Museum were as usual much sought after by lecturers all 
over the Province. 

6. The Report is as usual interesting and is improved 
by the curtailment of the appendices. The M useum has 
had a successful year. The Curator’s acknowledgments of

1, The total number of visitors to the Museum during 
the year vas 508,730. This is a de- 
crease of 91,347 on the number of the 
previous year.

The Museum remained closed to the public for 13 days 
(15th of every month for cleaning purposes and 26th of De- 
cember on account of Christmas day). The average daily 
attendance Avas 1,445. The highest attendance was on the 
29th May 1922 when 3,627 persons visited the Museum. 

2. In addition to the usual Zenana day, which is ob*- 
served on first Monday of every month. 
Zenana day. 19th of February 1923 Avas advertised 

and observed as an extra Zenana day in order to enable the 
Purdah Nashin ladies to Ausit the Exhibition of the Punjab 
Fine Art Society held in the empty gallery of the Museum 
from 12th February to 24th February 1923. The number 
of visitors aaTio took advantage of the Zenana daysAvas 6,916 
as compared with 6,303 of the previous year.

3. I have to report that antique gold jcAvellery was 

Loss and Damage- 

stolen from the Tihetan Gallery of the 
Museum on the niglit of the 19/20th 


July 1922. The culprit broke through a ventilator in the 
eastern side opposite to the market. The theft was discover- 
ed at 9 a\m. in the folloAving morning when the Mukum was 
opened. No clue to the burglar has yet been found by the 
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police. In order to safeguard against such occurrences in 
future I suggested precautionary measures— (a) provision of 
iron l)ars to the ventilators of the Tibetan Gallery at a cost 
of Rs. 81, (b) provision of 6 electric lamps outside the build- 
ing at a cost of Rs. 793, (c) provision of free quarters for 
the Darogha of the Museum in the compound of the Public 
Library at a cost of Rs. 5,119 which I regret to say were 
considered to be unnecessary by Government. I hope that 
at a time of less financial stress the case will be considered 
again as in the absence of some such adequate means of pro- 
tecting the collections it is mere good luck that has safe- 
guarded the Museum in the past or will protect it in the 
future. 

"With the above exception there has been no mishap and 
the conduct of the general public has, as usual, been orderly.

All the lectures were given at the appointed day and 
hour with the exception of the following 

The Rev. E. D. Lucas postponed his lecture to 7th 
March 1923 and Miss M. Bose delivered her lecture on the 
5th March 1923. Professor Chetan Anand changed the 
subject bf his lecture from “ Soap Pilms ” to “ Electric 
Man. ” The lectures standing in the name of R. B.* Daya 
Ram Sahni and Professor Gulshan Rai were unavoidably 
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cancelled. Out of eleven lectures arranged two were deli- 
vered under the auspices of the Punjab University Publi- 
city Union, Lahore. 

The audience at the eleven lectures totalled 1,775 the 
average attendance being 161 against 1.121 and 125, respec- 
tively in the previous year. I am greatly obliged to the lec- 
turers who so kindly co-operated in the furtherance of this 
educational work. My special thanks arc due to Miss M. 
Bose and Mrs. Najim-ud-Din, for 'p:irdah lectures both of 
which were well attended. 

As proposed in the last year’s report the large Hall of 
the Mayo School of Arts was fitted with necessary lights for 
delivering these lectures until such time as a permanent Hall 
is arranged for this purpose. 

The Lecture Hall w^as utilized by the Financial Com- 
missioner, Development, Punjab, for Lt.-Ool , B. C. Battyc’s 
lecture on the “ Present Situation regarding the Hydro- 
Electric Development in the Punjab.” The lecture which 
was delivered on the 15th March 1 -'23, under the Chairman- 
ship of His Excellency the Governor of the Punjab, was 
well attended and much appreciated. 

Lantern slides on many new educatioi al sulijects were 
made during the year and loaned to lecturers throughout this 
and the North-West Frontier Province. The number of sets 
of slides lent out during the year was 125 sets and the borrow- 
ers 47. the lanterns were also loaned on various occasions 
for educational purposes. 

All the expenses in connection with these lectures and 
slides were defrayed from the grant of Pvs. l,ror placed at my 
disposal by the Director of Public Instruction For the detail 
of expenditure and receipt Appendix “ A” may be perused. 

5. I am pleased to report that this year, in addition to 
the. Mayo School of Arts, other colleges 
tu ents ay. scliools also sent tlieii' students 

under charge of their teachers to study the collections. 

In order to save some trouble in dealing with the general 
public who sought admission on this day, Government propos- 
ed an entrance fee of 1 annas for the non-student public, as an 
experiment for one year : this has worked well. Three 
thousand three hundred and twenty-live persons in all visited 
the Museum during the 20 Wednesdays remaining after the 
inJ,rod»etiou ut tiiis charce un to hist Marcli 1923, thus 
giving an average of 106 persons on each day.

Fine Art Exhibition

The Empty Gallery was loaned for a fortnight to the 

Punjab Fine Art Society for its iuaugu- 
ral Exhibition. The Society was founded 
the fine arts in the province and has received 
the countenance of the Punjab Government, i’hc pictui'es, 
designs and architectural drawings attracted a good deal of 
attention and two or three thousand visitors paid adniission, 
A large percentage of the artists and the works sent in were 
Indian. The sales were good and the provincial artists 
received a very stimulating incentive to further study and 
effort, 

7. During the year under report many Museum exhi- 
^ bits were lent to the Mayo School of 

Borrowing of Exhibit,. Government College and other 

borrowers, all of wbicb were returned without loss or damage. 


Acquisitions. 

An abridged list of articles acquired for the various 
sections of the Museum during the year is given in 
Appendices B, and C. 

8. The Museum has been fortunate in the year under 
report in acquiring by gift and purchase a nuin- 
Anhqmties. interesting objects of antiquities. 

The most important ^idditiou made to this section is a 
brick inscribed in Assyrian characters. This along with 
terra-cotta figurines and pottery objeots was kindly presented 
by Mr. A.K Muirhe id, Controller of Sto.es, North-Western 
Railway, who brought them from Ur, Iraq, The inscrip- 
tion on the brick, a translation of which was arranged 
through the good offices of Sir AVallis Budge, Keeper of 
Egyptian and Assyrian Antiquities in tlie British Museum, 
is dated B. C. 2220 and reads “ Bur-Siig whose name was 
called by Enlil in Nippur, he who ujilifts the head of h-ulil’s 
temple, the mighty king, k ngof Ur, king of the toor regi- 
ons, for Enki his belov'ed king has built his beloved Deep.” 
Mr. Godd, the translator, observes that the referenee is t© the 
king’s restoration of a great vessel or laver or the place of a 
spring, sacred to the god Enki or Ea, the god of the wabws 
under the earth. 

The collection ot Lamaistic curiosities in the Museum 
has been enriched by purchasing a number of Tibetan articles 
detailed [n the Appendix ” B,” The most interesting is a 
round box of brass and gilt coppoi' showing diaguns all,'-ou;id. 
The lid is carved with a fine and interesting figure of DurgA,

of Note-hooks, Manuscripts, catalogues, etc,, which 
through the medium of His Excellency the Governor and 
by the advice of Mr. M^hiteheud and Mr. Allen of the 
British Museum wc have been able to purchase at a 
small price. Eodgers is an outstanding figure in the history 
of numismatics in India and most of his work was done in 
the Punjab. It is very fitting therefore that we should 
have not only his fine coin collection hut also his private 
notes and memoranda which I propose to exhibit in a 
separate case in the coin room of the Museum as a memorial 
to his indefatigable work and research. 

These reliques of Eodgers which 've decided to purchase 
for the benefit of the Museum and as help to his widow, 
who was in poor circumstances, unfortunately failed to 
help her financially as she died before the proceeds of the 
sale arrived in England. 

No special additions were made to the coin collection, 
except those found and procured through the Treasure Trove 
Act and presented by the various local Governments and 
Societies as shown in the following table

Work done in the Museum. 

16. The labelling in English and Urda was continued 
throughout the year. Vernacular labels, wherever possible, 
have been provided with the exception of the Western 
Galleries, which mostly contain Natural History specimens 
labelling of which can be done by the learned professors of 
Government College. I suggest That their help may be 
sought for through the Educational Department. The ver- 
nacular labels are very much appreciated by the visitors. 
Classification of coin's, thousands in number, received after 
the publication of Catalogues by Mr. R. B. Whitehead in 
1912 and by Mr. Rodgers in 1891 is taken in hand and 
sorting work is almost finished. The Mughal coins receiv- 
ed after 1912 have been arranged for making entries into 
the interleaved office copy from which a supplementary 
cataloo-ue can easily be issued. Preparation of a catalogue 
of books in the Museum Library is in hand. 

The listing of the Tytler collection of bird skins was 
finished by Mr. Mushtaq Ahmad, Superintendent in the 
Accountant-General’s office. The list was seen by Mr. 
D. Dewar, I.C.S., who thought it to be very useful and re- 
commended the compiler for payment of the sanctioned 
honorarium of Rs. 1-30. 

The Urdu translation of “ Bud ha Story in Stone by Mr. 
Hai'O'reaves ” has been published. I am greatly indebted 
to Rai Bahadur Daya Ram Sahni, Superintendent, Hindu 
and Buddhist Monuments, Northern Circle, Lahore, for re- 
vising the translation originally done by M. Nur Bakhsh, 
M.A.° Government College, Lahore, who was paid an hono- 
rarium of Rs. 100. 

The Catalogue of Paintings in the Lahore Museum 
by Mr. S. N. Gupta has been published and is available 
for reference and sale. 

17. I am pleased to be able to report the continued 

smooth running of the office work 
Staff. which saves me considerable trouble 

and reflects groat credit on the Darogha and staff. 

Photographs, Guides and surplus coins. 

18. One hundred and fourteen photographs of tl.'c 
Museum exhibits were supplied to the public. One^liundiod 
and forty-three copies of “Biulha Story in Smne ” wore sold 
and irissued gratis. One hundred and forty -eight duplicate 
and surplus coins were sold to the public. 
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Oa account of financial stringency the Government 
were unable to sanction Rs f 00 required for the preparation 
of prints from the plates of several previous years’ reports 
for sale to the public. It is, however, hoped that Govern- 
ment will he pleased to find money for this work next year 
to enable me to carry out their 'suggestions made in the 
review of my .Annual Report for the last year 

Finance. 

19. The expenditure w'as kept within the limit of the 
sanctioned grant. The Government sanctioned two special 
grants of Rs. 1,300 and Rs. 118. The former in connection 
with the printing of Mr, Gupta’s catalogue of paintings was 
fully utilized while of the latter a sum of Rs. 66 was lapsed 
to Government as the printing, etc., of the Urdu translation 
of the “Rudha Story in Stone” by Mr. Hargreaves was arrang- 
ed locally instead of its being done in Calcutta. A detailed 
statement of account as checked by the Senior Auditor of 
Local Fund Accounts is shown in Appendix “ A

I AM directed to acknowledge receipt of the report ou 
the working of the Central jMuseuu), Lahore, in the year 
192o-24, and to convey the following observations of Govern- 
ment. 

2. The attendance at the Museum showed a small 
decrease on the exceptionally fiigh figures of the last two 
years, but was still not far short of half a million The 
Zenana days were less popular than usual. But the severe 
plague epidemic, which visited Lahore in the last two months 
of the year, must hare had its effect on the attendance, and 
the Museum shows no signs of losing its ho d on the public. 
The innovation of charging visitors a four anna entrance 
fee dn the weekly students’ day was successfully continued 
throughout the year and brought in more than R*s. 1,500, 

3. The second annual e.^hibition of the Punjab Eine 
Art Society held in the Museum at the end of February 
was an even greater success than its predecessor. The 
high standard of artistic merit of the inaugural exhibition 
was more than maintained in all classes of the exhibits. 
The number of visitors was large and sales good. The ex- 
hibition Committee and all responsible are to be con- 
gratulated on the excellence of the arrangements. 

4. Only a small allotment of less than Rs. 3,000 was 
again available for the purchase of Museum exhibits. It 
was quite impossible for Government, faced with a big 
deficit, to provide more, and expansion both of buildings 



and exhibits must await better times. The money was* 
however, well spent and some valuable and interesting 
antiquities and paintings, of which photographs are given in 
the report, were added to the Museum collection. The 
list of private donations is disappointingly small, but includes 
an interesting collection of small-arm War trophies pre- 
sented by Government. The work of cataloguing and 
arranging the various contents of the Museum progressed 
satisfactorily. 

5. The usual cold weather programme of lanter^ 
lectures arranged by the Curator presented an interesting 
variety of subjects, and it is a pity that the attendance was 
not better Your suggestion to hold the lectures earlier in 
the season is worth consideration. The thanks of Govern- 
ment are due to the ladies and gentlemen who so kindly 
gave their services. The number of lantern slides prepared 
by the Museum and distributed on loan for educational 
purposes was particularly large and testifies to the populari- 
ty of this useful branch of the Museum’s activities. 

6. Government are inclined to think that the time 
has probably come for the removal of the inadequate and 
out-of-date collection of agricultural and foresr products 
to make room for the better display of the objects which 
the Museum is primarily intended to house. The Director 
of Agriculture and the Chief Conservator of Forests should 
be consulted on the subject. They may very possibly be 
able to suggest more appropriate arrangemonts for the ex. 
hibition of the products of their Departments. Similarly 
the Director of Public Ihstruction may be able to locate 
the natural History Section in more suitable surroundings. 

7. In conclusion, I am to convey Governm ent’s appre- 
ciation of the administration of the Museum by Mr. Heath 
and yourself and your staff during the year under report.

Professors Dhvan Chand and Prau Nath’s lectures Avere 
postponed to 14th and 28th ^farrh rHS]>ectiA'ely, while the 
lectures standing against tlie iiaines ot ]Mr* 8. N. Gupta and 
Pi S. Bahadur Daya Eaia 8aLni were unavoidably cancelled. 
Sir George Anderson very iHi^diy ex]>ressed his wish toyive a

lecture on Oxford in order to give the local college students 
an idea of the University tovn of Oxford as compared to that 
of Cambridge on n-hich Mr. Garrett gave a lecture. As 
there was no other siutable date Mr. S. N. Gupta’s lecture was 
cancelled and the 6th ot February was fixed for Sir George 
Anderson’s lecture. 

The audiance in all these lectures totalled 1,569, and the 
average attendance was 131 against 1,775 and 161, respec- 
tively, in the previous year. The Lantern Lecture Sub- 
Committee owe thanks to these lecturers who so very kindly 
came forward to help in this educational work of the 
Museum. All the lectures were fairly well attended, but 
the attendance in special lectures on “ Irrigation ” and 
“ Cattle-breeding ” was unfortunately not very large. They 
were special lectures meant for jreople specially interested in 
these subjects. Students who mostly attend these 
lectures had little or no interest in them aird hence the 
attendance was poor. Resides, I think, it was a mistake to 
put these lectures beyond January. All important lectures 
should, as far as possible, be dehvered before January,' after 
which Ihe students get busy with their examination work 
and seldom attend lectures on subjects of general interest. 

The Hall of the IVfayo School of Arts was utilized for the 
lectuies. Eight new sets of slides were prepared this year 
for lectures and 2J5 slides were replaced. A sum ot Rs. 
500 was re-appropriated fi’om the Museum funds at my dis- 
posal in order to supplenjont the grant of Rs. 1,000 for the 
replacement and purchase of new slides. In addition to the 
slides made and replaced this year a very valuable set of 136 
slides on Indian Art and .Crciueology was bought from the 
Punjab University. The expenditure and receipt in connec- 
tion with the slides and the Lantern lectures is given in 
Appendix A. The number of sets of slides lent out to 45 
borrowers was 123 sets on various subjects. The portable 
lantern was also loaned out on several occasions. 


7. vVednesday was observed as Students’ day through- 

, th out the year when students from the

and colleges visited the Jluseum. The students of the Mayo 
School of Arts in particular profit very largely by tins' aiuange- 
meirt as they eopj designs from exlubits and utilize them for 
practical art work. An entrance fee of annas four was charged 
to non-student public on these Students’ dat'S, which yielded 
an income of Rs. 1,515-8-0 during the year.

8. The Second Annual exliibition of the Punjab Fine 
Art Society was held in the empty gallery 
of the Museum trom the 2oth ot February 

to the 16th of March 1924. The exliibition attracted a large 
number of nsitors, and the standard of work exliibited tliis 
year Avas superior to tliat of tlie previous year. The sales 
were good and lairly distributed amongst the different ex- 
hibitors. This gallery as also used for exiiibiting some of the 
exhibits meant for the British Empire Kxlubition during His 
Excellency the Viceroy's Aisit i.u Odober 1923. A far^simile 
representation of the iiiterior decoriPions to be used in the 
Punjab Court in the British Empire Exlelktion aaus made on 
the eastern Avail of this gallery and a cai'A'ed paAillion in Avood 
was also exhihited in the <'entre of the hall. The nublic had_ 
excess to ihese exliibits after tlie visit of tlie Victroy.

It sboAvs the 
Spreading Avings of a biiak probably Guruda, under 
which are stai ding two tigures. a malo and a fomale, and the 
sides have figures of Centaur and Makara. There have been 
tAvo other A’aluable additions in the scul]dure section. One 
of these pj’obably belongs to the Muttra School and tlu* other 
one come.v from Gya, examples of both of Avhich are A’ery feAV 
in tlie Musoum.

Building. 

16. The remodelling of the roof of the new gallery was 
undertaken and finished last year. The roof has improved 
considerably but there is yet some amount of leakage. Tfie 
roofs of the other giUlaries also are in a very unsatisfactory 
condition. They leak almost after every shower and cause 
damage to the exhibits. The pro postal to eftect a general 
improvement to the entire roofing of the Museum is said to 
have been taken up by the Public Works Department. Un- 
less tnis is approved of and executed satisfactorily, specimens 
in the Museum, which are mostly very valuable and unique, 
vHll get constantly damaged. The Tibetan galler^^ also

agiiinst biu'glary. Year before Jast vadiiable jewellery was 
stole! 1 fi'om tills room and tlie proposal to make the room more 
strong by putting iron bars across the light passages was not 
entertaineci by Government. This very room has got the 
coin safes. It is greatly desirable that it should be made more 
secure and strong by putting the bars across the skylights 
as suggested by Jlr. Heath. 

Work done in the Museum. 

17. Many sets of lantern slides in the Museum had de- 
teriorated owing to breakage and other damages. Most ot 
these have now been replaced and an up-to-date catalogue 
of slides in stock has been issued. The catalogue ot the 
Library has been made up-to-date and the sculptures and arms 
presented by Colonel E. W. Macleod in 1915 have been ex- 
hibited in tlioir respective sections.

Ninety-foiir copies of 
Mr. Hargreavc’s “ Buddha Story in Stone ” in English and 23 
iii Urdu were sold and 15 issued gi'atis. SeveTiteeu copies of 
Ml. Girpta’s Catalogue of Paintings were sold and 40 issued 
gratis under orders of Government. Tire total number of 
surplus and duplicate coins sold to tlie public was 122. 

Finance. 

20. In addition t(^ Ihe allotment provided in (he Budget 
esiimaies for 1928-24.. (he Government were kind enough to 
ganctioi. two special grants of Es. 425 and l,5t*2. Ih.o former 
was foi' the ]'uhlica(ion of the third edition of i\rr. Hargreave’s 
“ Buddha Story in Stone ” and the latter on account of 
Railway freight, etc., for War Trophies. Both those gi’ants 
v,<‘ic i’ully utilized. A detailed statement of accounts as 
checked by the Simior Auditor, Local Fund Account*!, is shown 
in Appendix “ A”.

Needs of the Museum. 

21 . The Museum is an institution which requires con- 
stant development. In .‘Jpite of tlie fact that tlie Museum has 
develojied oojisiderably during' tiie hist 10 or 12 years. miTch 
.still remains to ho done. 

Xo aclion lias been tahen on Mr. Heath's proposa.ls made 
in lti21— tEef.-coiTespon.dence ending with letter No. 722-1-2, 
dated IStli December 1021, from Financial Commissioner, 
Developniont). Those proposals, if caivied out, would have 
given the Mu, scum a lai'ge Scope for expansion and impruve- 
nifuit. JJie a.n’iu.d aJlolmout of the Museum does not 
permit any substasitia] developinenl wi>h the result that 
some ot the sections remain (uxtreinely poor and absolutely 
antiqualed. Tlie Sculjituro. .b;t .ind Majiufacture and Paint- 
ing gallants are very much ove!- crowded. The Hindu and 
Jaina sc]io(>Is of S'’u]j)fnt'es ai'o not f.iirly repiS'sented. 
It is still possible 1o acquire scul})lur('S ol tlie didfU-'-nt s-hools

serve ro useful purpose. For irste.uee the sections of 
Lidirtit drugs, Oil Seeds and Agiiculturcd products are 
extremely out of date. The same i-emark applies 
to the Natural History section and Forest products. These 
should be either entirely removed to make room for the other 
sections vdiich are in, a better condition, or they should be more 
complete ;tnd up-to-date, thereby giving them a real education- 
al value. There is no setdion of Anthropology in the diuseum 
as ^’et. This ought to be introduced. j,\s the Museum 
has^ got limited vail and floor spac^e it vould be much better 
to have only a fev fairly representative and useful sections 
rather than numerous incomplete and defective ones. 

The Committee proposed by Government — (vide corre- 
spondence ending vith letter No. 722-10-961,), dated 16th No- 
vember 1922, from the Junior Secretary to the Financial 
Commissioners, Punjab) does not appear to me to be a very 
practical one. It vill involve a tremendous unnecessary ex- 
penditure. The Museum is a provincial institution and as 
tar as practicable, outside help for the efficiency of the Museum 
should be limited to the area of the province. Specialists 
like Sir John Marshall and a tew others may be consulted 
from time to time as occasion may arise but otherwise an 
eftort should be made to get the help of professors of the 
University, local Colleges and other institutions who may 
be interested in the aifairs of the Museum. This will result 
in a working sub-committeo which I hope will be able to do 
some useful work. 

The Museum is an extremely interesting institution and 
.should always wm the altoctions of the public. It should be 
<'onstantly improved and made up-to-date as it has aai educa- 
tional outlook Oi greo.t value and plays a very inpiortaiit part 
in the dissemination of kiiowled.ge and culture.
